HARM O NIDUS ACTIO N . 



The Democratic Convention which assembled 
at Frankfort Saturday last, Jantary 8th, 1859, was 
the largest body of the kind ev*r brought togeth- 
er in this Stat >. The city of Frankfort was full 
of strangers. No hotel or boarding boose had a 
spare room. Their beds wers all full, and the 
doors of th;ir d.u.ag rooms, ball rooms, and bar 
rooms Wt.re covered with wesry strangers, who 
were glad to have such a sleeping place at night. 

Nearly every county in the State was represent- 
ed in the convention. Tue Democracy poured in 
from tbe North and the South, from the East and 
the West, and from the central portions of the 
State in great numbers. There were from three 
to four thousand persons in Frankfort who came 
there to take part in the proceedings. 

The convention did a great deal of work in a 
very short time. It was seemingly an unwieldy 
body, whose gigantic dimensions could not pos- 
sibly be gotten into the great hall of the House of 
Representatives, but still it worked well. By the 
aid of committees an ! efficien. officers, and well- 
disposed members, all its work was done in a 
single day, ulthough many who went there ex- 
pected to be detained for a longer time. 

The action of the convention speaks for itself. 
We publish below an abstract of all that was 
done. It will be seen that the conventiou began 
operations by a first rate organization; that it ap- 
pointed good committees to expedite business ; 
that it nominated a strong State ticket; that it in- 
dorsed the administration of James Buchanan; 
that it put a Cuba plank in its platform. Speech- 
es aud adjournment sine die was eflecteJ before 
midnight on Saturday, in th# midst of the best 
state of feeling, and under the most Hattering aus- 
pices. Everything indicated that the ticket nom- 
inated will be elected by at least 20.000, and that 
the entire proceedings of the convention will meet 
with general and special approval by the Democ- 
racy, not only of Keutucky, but of the whole 
’ Union. 

THE CONVENTION". 

The convention was called to order by Geo. T. 
Wood, Esq., of Hart county, who proposed 
the Hon. Chas A. Wickliffe, of Nelson county, as 
president of said convention. He was unani- 
mously elected, and on taking the chair begged to 
return his unfeigned thanks for tbe honor con- 
ferred. At any time to have presided over such 
a body wonld have been esteemed an honor; but 
now, at a period of so much interest and import- 
ance to the party — the first since the manifesta- 
tion of the power of the Kontacky Democracy— 
it was, indeed, an honor which demanded his 
grateful thanks. We have met, he 
said, to specifically define and nomi- 
nate officers for the State at large. He 
appealed to the convention to husband weli their 
strength, and cultivate peaci?, harmony, and con- 
cord in all their action. It was not only the in- 
terest of the party aud the State, but at this crisis 
of national affairs other States were looking with 
anxious eyes and hearts upon the contest. “Princi- 
ples, not men,” should govern their own action, 
aud the decision of the convention should be 
carried out. He would like to take a retrospective 
view of the rise and progress and glory of the 
nation, hut business would not permit. Let us, he 
said, io conrlusion, select good men peaceably and 
satisfactorily, and the party must triumph. [6reat 
applause.]

The wrecking of the schooner Susan, with two 
I hundred and fifty fillibusters on board, on their 
way to Nicaragua, has already been announced 
aod the raturn of all the passengers mentioned 
The New Orleans Crescent, of the 4th. through 
Lieutenant, white, of the revenue service, give» 
the foUowing account of the accident and its re 
suits: 

A strong gale of wind from the North saablod 
the Susan to leave Mobile Bar far behind in a few 
hours after setting sail, and every thing went on 
smoothly until the night of the lotto, when they 
' were approaching Ligut-house Resf, iu tbs oaU. 

I edge.of the Bay of Honduras. For two ho ivs at 
j ter he thought to have been in this neighborhood, 
j Capt. Maury watched in vain for the lantern ai 
I the light-kouae, which, unfortunately, had not 
j been lit that night, or, at any rate, was not te be 
seen. Captain Maury said after that, feeling no
